Where power sprayers are not 
available with which to apply a liquid 
spray, the Horticulutral Department 
of the College of Agriculture 
re­ 
commends "the use 
of the following 
mixture: 
1 pound arsenate of lead powder, 
15 lbs. 
powdered slaked lime. 
Mix these together dry and be sure 
to mix them well. 
As soon as the 
first beetle is found in the field, dust 
the plants with the 
above mixture, 
using a can with fine holes in

bottom or a thin muslin sack.

amount of mixture should cover

THE BLUE LAWS 
OF EARLY AMERICA 


This reads as if it might be 
the 
news from Ireland. 
It is from the 
history of New England: 
Sullen resistance and defiance 
to 
English rule continued . In 1770 
a 
street riot broke out -in King street, 
Boston, in the course of which 
the 
soldiers fired on a threatening mob, 
killing people. 
This is known a s the 
“Boston Massacre.” 
It caused tre­ 
mendous excitement and extreme ex­ 
asperation. 
Samuel Adams, as spokesman f<»r 
the townspeople, demanded the 
im­ 
mediate removal of all the soldiers. 
The Governor wisely decided to 
ac­ 
quiesce. 
The entire loss of the support <»f 
public opinion rendered 
government 
less effective. 
Lawlessness ran riot. 
Revenue 
officers 
were 
tarred 
and 
feathered and otherwise outraged with 
impunity. 
In 1772 a small vessel of 
war, the Gaspee, was captured and 
burnt. 
The following year when a num­ 
ber of ships loaded with tea arrived 
in Boston harbor, the inhabitants met 
and requested the Governor to have 
them sent away. 
He refused. 
A few 
days later, a number of yqung men 
disguised as Indians boarded the ships 
and, breaking the chests open with 
tomahawks, threw all the tea into the 
harbor. 
England regarded 
these 
acts 
as 
practical anarchy, so far as English 
law was concerned. 
Burke’s advice, 
♦•revert to your old 
principles—leave 
America, if she have taxable matter 
in her, to tax herself," was disre­ 
garded. 
Force was decreed. 
In 1774 Parliament passed the Bos­ 
ton Port Act. 
It prohibited tlvt* land­ 
ing or shipping of goods at Boston. 
Parliament then 
passed 
the 
Mas­ 


sachusetts 
Government 
Act 
which 
transferred the appointment of 
the 
Council, or upper house, together with 
that of all Judges and administrative 
officers from a popular electorate to 
the Crown. 
Another act forbade pub­ 
lic meetings without the leave of the 
Governor. 
A soldier, Gen. Gugi*, was 
appointed Governor. 
These measures roused all the col­ 
onies. 
What was being done in New 
Eng'and 
might later be done else­ 
where. 
A congress, attended by de­ 
puties from all the colonies but Geor­ 
gia, met at Philadelphia under 
the 
name of the 
Continental 
Congress. 
Thi* congress declared for the s t o p ­ 
page of all export and import trade 
with England till such time as 
the 
grievances should be redressed. 
The 
active spirits were fully determined to 
resist unless concessions were made. 
In New England extensive p repar­ 
ations for resistance were made. 
Ol- 
Fleers were selected and “ minute men” 
— who offered to fly to arm s at 
a 
m inute’s 
notice -were 
enrolled 
in 
large numbers. 
Most of the colonists 
thought that by a strong dem onstra­ 
tion of preparedness and determina­ 
tion to resist coercion they would be 
able to secure the repeal of the ob­ 
noxious laws. 
England was blind to 
American power of resistance. 
Hostilities opened without any of­ 
ficial declaration of war, and quite un­ 
expectedly. 
The night of April 
IK, 
1775, a small British force set 
out 
from Boston to seize some arm s and 
stores at Concord. 
Passing 
through 
Lexington, they were fired on. 
The 
next day, April 19, occurred the “ Con­ 
cord Fight,” and the march of the red 
coats back to 
Boston 
through 
an 
aroused countryside, with walls and 


h e d g e s lined with minute men 
who 
inflicted heavy losses on the retreat­ 
ing column. 


The l<»w’ exchange value of the ru­ 
pee is playing havoc with trade 
in

t i o n s have been made to remedy the 
situation, there has been no govern­ 
ment action yet. 
Many tea firms and 
jute manufacturers 
are 
practically 
l>ank rupt.

year periods. 
T hat 
brings the full manhood to tw enty- 
eight years. 
You can't m ake a man 
out of a boy and stop off a t tw enty- 
one, no m ore than you can make 
a 
seasoned draft horse at a three-year- 
old. 
From one to seven years any boy is 
p retty good. 
He is the constant com­ 
panion of his m other in this 
first 
period and her influence is akin 
the divine. 


His second seven year period c a r­ 
ries him to fourteen years. 
In this 
second seven years 
he breaks loose 
from the apron strings. 
He goes 
down 
on the 
mill lot. 
He 
stands 
around where men congregate. 
He 
hears much th at he should not hear. 
He hears profanity, obscenity, 
and 
coarse vugarity. 
Men have not learn­ 
ed to restrain their converse 
in the 
presence of the im pressionable boy. 
From fourteen to tw enty-one is the 
danger period. 
It is also the sm art- 
aleck period, for the average boy in 
his teens think w hat he doesn’t knowr 
is of sm all im portance. 
Sound advice 
to him is about ninety per cent sound

J f he comes up to his 
tw enty-first year coarse, vulgar, pro­ 
fane and with an undefined purpose, 
the chances of his m aking a thorough­ 
going citizert are against him. 
Much of the blame

A heart to heart talk in pri­ 
vate with a grow ing boy leaves an 
am azing im press. 
Take the m atter of th rift as an 
example. 
W hat banker has called a 
boy into the director’s room and in­ 
vited him to open a savings- account. 
T hrift is such an essential virtue th at 
no young man can take his place in 
the affairs of men until he has ac­ 
quired it. 
C redit cannot be granted 
to 
the thriftless. 
Therefore if 
a 
young m an is w ithout th rift he ’ is 
without credit. 
W ithout credit he is 
helpless. 
Furtherm ore, the 
boy 
or 
young 
man who has acquired 
th rift has 
shaken from him self a score of sh o rt­ 
com ings th a t follow in the wake of 
the spendthrift. 
In the fourth period, from tw enty- 
one to tw enty-eight, th e young m an 
becomes “set”, as they say. 
It is the 
period in which he decides upon his 
work or profession. 
It is the period 
in which he establishes a home, and 
begins to take his share in the work 
of com unity building. 
As you find 
him a t tw enty-eight, you find him a t 
forty or sixty. 
If we were to em phasize two vir­ 
tues over the m any we would say 
clean converse and th rift. Any young 
man with a clean mouth and the vir­ 
tue of th rift has taken a long stride 
toward good citizenship.
